SAYS GOAL TituS i

chairman of the senate manufactures 
committee, inserted in the Congres­ 
sional 
Record

statement on the 
committee's investigation of the an­ 
thracite coal situation. 


It charges that production of an­ 
thracite coal in the United States is 
controlled by eight large transporta­ 
tion companies, which, through an al­ 
most complete monopoly, were able to 
fix* prices and determine the rate of 
production. 


Senator 
Vardanian 
explained the 
committee was unable to present its 
report at this time, os not nil of the 
testimony taken in hearings in Wash­ 
ington and in the Pennsylvania coal 
fields had been printed. He added he 
had “gathered together certain facts“ 
which he trusted would be of help to 
the next congress in dealing with the 
question. 


Testimony before Hie committee, he 
assorted in his statement, had disclos­ 
ed in his opinion that “there is no 
commodity in common use that is so 
absolutely monopolized as the anthra­ 
cite coal produel ion,“ 


Shortage of anthracite during the 
Avar and the existing high prices for 
• the commodity, he said, were due al­ 
most entirely to this monopolistic con- 
. trol. 


Transportation corporations control­ 
ling production in the Pennsylvania 
field- -the only source of marketable 
anthracite in North America--were 
named In Senator Vardanian's state­ 
ment as follows: 


“The R*:adMig (Hie holding company 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company 
and 
the 
Jersey 
Central, which, in turn, owns all of 
the stock of the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
Barre Coal company), the Lehigh Val­ 
ley, the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, the Delaware and Hudson, 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation com­ 
pany (which owns and controls the 
Lehigh and New England), the Erie 
and the New York, Ontario and West- 
ern.ti 


Although controlling only 72 per 
cent: of the actual production of an­ 
thracite. the statement asserted the 
eight companies had made It “Impos­ 
sible 
for 
Independent 
operators to 
compete with them on any fair basis.” 
“Notwithstanding the fact,“ said the 
statement, “that the constitution of 
Pennsylvania prohibits a transporta­ 
tion company from engaging in mining, 
rliese transportation companies are in 
this business of not only transporting 
coal, but of mining it.“ 


Expressing the hope congress might 
see the necessity of legislation to pro- 
icct the people of the United States 
from what he described as “the greed, 
cupidity and avarice of these soulless 
corporations,“ the Mississippi senator 
recommended: 


“If the constitution of Pennsylvania, 
which forbids the transportation com­ 
panies to mine coal, Js <i dead letter 
In that state,“ the federal government 
under the interstate commerce clausa 
of the nation’s constitution can com­ 
pel the divorcement of transportation 
companies from mining corporations.’* 
The statement made the additional 
recommendation that the price of coai 
be fixed by the government at a rate 
which would guarantee a fair return­ 
ing to the mining companies and which 
would “vouchsafe to the people o* 
America an ample supply of anthra­ 
cite coal at a reasonable price.“ 


While payment of excessive royal­ 
ties—said to amount in the case of the 
Locust Mountain Coal company to the 
great Girard estate to $1.04 a ton in 
101S—constituted the first cause of 
the high price of coal, the statement 
said tlmt was “not thg full story.“

More- than fifty treaties of peace will be signed by the conference 


being held at Versailles—for more than fifty declarations of war were 
made during the oourte of human events since that memorable day in 
1914 
when hostilities were declared. 
The exact number of treaties to 


be promulgated is hard to estimate, says a writer in Leslie's, for the crum- 
bling of Austria-Hungary and of the German empire i»to segments and 
fragments may necessitate the drafting of extra treaties, unthought of 
when President Wilson stated his fourteen points in his address before 
congress. 


As the matter stood then Austria-Hungary had declared war five 


times, Brazil once, Bulgaria once, China twice, Cuba once, France four 
times, Germany five times, Great Britain four times, Greece four times, 
Italy four tnnes, Japan once, Liberia once, Montenegro twice, Panama 
twice, Portugal twice, Rournania once, Serbia twice, San Marino once, 
Siam twice, Turkey twice and the United States twice. 


But fcmcc the'-e declarations were made the whirligig of time and 


the prank* of fate have changed the aspect of things materially. Baden, 
Bavaria. Wurttern berg. Sa.\ony, Hungary—and perchance a dozen other 
entities may demand and receive sepaiate treaties. 
The Czecho-Slovaks 


and the Jxigo-Slass, Armenia, Palestine anel the disintegrated parts of 


upsia from Esthonia to the Ukraine, may obtain separate treaties. So 


that when the gigantic labor<= of the Versailles conference are done more 
than seventy-five distinct international peace agreements may remit. 


iWhon all the treaties are completed they will be submitted to the 


treaty-making powers of the respective governments, 
in the United 


States the president is empowered to make a treaty, which must be rati- 
fied by a two-third? vote of the senate. 


In Great Britain the peace-making power is a crown prerogative, sub- 


ject to the assent oi the prime minister acting on the collective advice oi 
ihe cabinet. 


In France the president mav negotiate and ratify treaties, according 


;o Article 8 oi the constitutional law of 1875, .subject to the sanction of 
,he chamber of deputies. 


In Italy Act o of the fundamental statistics of 18-^8 empowers the 


dng to make peace, communicating this fact to the eharnber but not 
requiring its sanction. 


In Belgium, under Article 68 of the constitution of 18.38, the king 


makes peace treaties.

AN ORDINANCE 


To Levy and Assess the Tax Rate for 


the Borough of New Oxford, Ad- 
ams County, Pennsylvania, for the 
year 1919. 
Be it ordained by the Burgess and 


Town Council of the Borough of New 
Oxford, Adams County, Pennsylva- 
nia, and it is hereby enacted and or- 
dained by the authority of the same, 
that there be and is hereby levied and 
assessed upon all persons, and pro- 
perty subjcx't to taxation for ir.'ini- 
cipal purposes within the Borough 
of New Oxford for the year 1919 as 
follows:

Fleeing President of Mexico 


Captured, Says Report. 


Predicted Yieln Will Be 484,- 


647,000 Bushels.

Hands of Revolutionists— Villa Lays 


Down Arms. 


Washington. — The 
capture 
of 
President Carranza by 
the 
Mexican 
revolutionists is announced 
by 
the 
Mexico City newspapers, uccordiug to 
reports received here. 


Ygnaeio Bonillas, former Mexican 
ambassador to the United States, has 
also been captured, according to re­ 
ports in the Mexico City papers. (Bo­ 
nillas was Carranza’s candidate for 
the presidency.) 


General Angel Flores took posses­ 
sion of Mazatlan, on the west coast, a 
despatch to the state department from 
¿Nogales said. 


With Mexico City, Vera Cruz and 
Tampico in the hands of revolution­ 
ists, American destroyers were on the 
way to Mexican waters to await even­ 
tualities and to afford protection to 
American lives. 


Official confirmation of the fall of 
the Mexican capital was received by 
the stale department from the Amer­ 
ican embassy, which reported there 
was no disorder in the capital inci­ 
dent to the transfer of authority. Tam ­ 
pico and Vera Cruz also were report­ 
ed quiet. 


Estimates of the state department 
place the number 
of 
Americans in 
Mexico between GOOO and 7000, and in­ 
cludes radicals and draft evaders who 
crossed the border to escape arrest or 
court proceedings. 


Carranza's Guard Dispersed.

Paso, 
Texas. -Mexican 
revo­ 
lutionists 
overtook 
and 
dispersed 
the troops escorting President Carran­ 
za in his flight from 
Mexico 
City, 
“causing them serious losses/’ accord­ 
ing to a message' from General Alvaro 
Obregon to Governor de la Huerta, su­ 
preme commander of the Liberal Con­ 
stitutionalist army. 


General Ohregon’s despatch adds: 
“In the state of Puebla and to Mal­ 
trata in the state of Vera Cruz, this 
movement was so rapid and success­ 
ful on May 6 General Mercies occupied 
the railroad station of Esperanza and 
Maltrata heights in the state of Vera 
Cruz, placing his artillery there to 
proven? Carranza’s ron voy proceeding 
to ‘ho state of VM’a Cruz. 


“Congressman Sanchez and others at 
Puebla joined our movement and Gen­ 
eral It, Reyes Marquez occupied Pueb­ 
la, the capital of the stale of Puebla, 
advising me of it and placing himself 
and his forces under my orders. 
The 
states of Tamaulipas, Tabasco and 
Tiaxola have also espoused our move­ 
ment. 


“Mihhoacan 
forces 
invaded 
the 
stales of Jalisco and Quajuato and the

“General Manuel M. Dicguez, with a 
sparse number of troops, is complete­ 
ly bottled and his condition is criti­ 
cal. 


General Francisco Murgufa, before 
lo i / n g Mexico City, ordered a massa­ 
cre in the SanMago Tealfeloloo peni­ 
tentiary. 
Among the victims of the 
criminal order there were fifteen gen­ 
erals, Triana, Lechuga, Artlgos, Co- 
Jud and others.“ 


Washington.—The 
winter 
wheat 
production this year was forecast at 
184.647.000 bushels by the department 
of agriculture, which based its esti­ 
mates on conditions prevailing May 
1. 


The crop showed a slight improve­ 
ment from April 1, the forecast of pro­ 
duction being 1,030,000 bushels larger 
than estimated a month ago. 
Com­ 
pared with last year’s crop the pros­ 
pective wheat crop has been reduced 
33.8 per cent. 


Abandonment of acreage during the 
winter was a little greater than in 
average years, amounting to 11.9 per 
cent, or 4.005,000 acres. 


On the basis of Muy 1 reports, 34,- 


105.000 acres will be harvested this 
year, in comparison with nearly 49,- 
000.000 acres last year. 


Shortage of labor and a backward 
spring are believed to have resulted 
in less abandonment 
than 
normally 
would have taken place, farmers for 
those reasons allowing fields to stand 
that otherwise would have been plow­ 
ed under or planted to other crops. 


Work on the farm generally is much 
behind, owing to (he cold and wet 
spring. 
Plowing on May 1 was only 
G0.1 
per 
cent 
completed, compared 
with a ten-year average of 71.4 per 
cent. 
Spring planting was 50.2 per 
cent finished, while normally it is 59 
per cent done on May 1. 


The condition of winter wheat May 
1 was 79.1 per cent of a normal, com­ 
pared with 75.0 on April 1 this year, 
100.5 on May 1 last year and S7.1 the 
ten-year May 1 average.

ors and Marines, honorably discharged 
smce the armistice was signed, uniforms 
arid personal equipment. Enlisted men 
in the Naval Reserve who have been on 
active duty are allowed the same privileg- 
es as the men in other branches. In ad- 
dition, the bill allows enlisted men hon- 
orably discharged five cents a mile from 
the point of discharge to iheir actual 
homes or residences, or the place at whioh 
fhey were originally mustered into tne 
service. The soldiers and sailors in Ad- 
ams county have bten making prepara- 
tions to return their uniforms as required 
but by the provisions of the bill this will 
not be necessary. In addition they will 
receive the allowance on mileage all of 
which they did not get when discharged.

The crop showed a slight improve- 
ment from April 1, tlie forecast of pro- 
duction being 1,0.'50.(M)0 bushels larger 
than estlnmted a month ago. 
Com- 
pared with last year's crop the pros- 
pective wheat crop has been reduced 
33,8 per cent. 


Abandonment of acreage during the 
winter was a little greater than in 
average years, amounting to 11.9 per 
cent, or 4.005,000 acres. 


On the basis of May 1 reports, 34,- 
105,000 acres will be harvested 
this 
year, in comparison with nearly 49,- 
000,000 acres last 
year. 


Shortage of laI)or and a backward 
spring are believed to have resulted 
In less abandonment 
than 
normally 
would have taken place, farmers for 
those reasons allowing fields to stand 
that otherwise would have been plow- 
ed under or planted to other crops. 


Work on the farm generally is much 
behind, owing to the cold and 
wet 
spring. 
Plowing on l^Iay 1 was only 
00.1 
per 
cent 
comjileted, comi)ared 
with a ten-year average of 71.4 per 
cent. 
Spring planting was 50.2 per 
cent finished, while normally it is 59 
per cent done on May 1. 


Tlie condition of winter wiieat May 
1 was 70.1 per cent of a normal, com- 
pared with 75.G on April 1 this year, 
100.5 on May 1 last year and S7.1 the 
ten-year jMay 1 average.
